ASSURED OF 
US. CUTBACK 
Russians To Slice Military Budget 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union announced today a cut in 
its military budget and said it 
had assurances from the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
American 
defense 
spending also will be curtailed 
next year. 


Premier Alexei 
N. 
Kosygin 
said the Soviet Union was slic­ 
ing $565.fi million from its mili­ 
tary budget to ease the cold 
war. 


In reporting the U S. plan for 
a defense spending cutback, he 
called the move “ a positive 
step forward in reducing inter­ 
national tension.”

U.S. plans for a cut in defense 
spending in the next budget has 
been made in Washington. Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert

McNamara said this week that 
he expected the defense budget, 
which now is $49.8 billion, to be

The 1965 budget will be the 
largest in Russia’s peacetime 
history. It calls for 99.4 billion 
rubles ($110.4 billion) in expen­ 
ditures and 99.6 billion rubles 
($110.7 billion) in revenues. 


In outlining the budget to the 


opening session of the Supreme 
Soviet Kosygin did not explain 
the circumstances under w'hich 
the United States was said to 
have told the Kremlin that it 
also would pare its military- 
spending next year.

Park Action 
‘Subterfuge’ 


Milton Berkes, chairman 
of 
the Falls Township 
Board

Supervisors, last night accused 
the Bucks County Commission­ 
ers of “ subterfuge” in t h e i r 
move to condemn a nine-acre 
tract of land for park purposes 
in the center of the village of 
Fallsington. 
“ The commissioners know, 
Berkes said, “ that this small 
tract, by itself, has no value 
for park purposes. They have 
used this subterfuge to thwart 
the efforts of the Falls Township 
Board of Supervisors to build 
up its base of tax ratables. 
“They have buckled under to 
a small, but 
vocal, 
pressure 
group 
and 
are 
squandering 
hard-to-get. county funds for a 
so-called park that will never 
be developed.” 
Site Condemned 
The nine-acre site was con­ 
demned Monday, thus blocking 
a $1 million garden apartm ent 
project. Condemnation was 
victory for a group of Fallsing­ 
ton residents who had offered 
the county $5,000 to help pay 
for the land. 
The nine acres form part of 
a 15-acre tract. The original in­ 
tention of 
the 
commissioners 
was apparently to condemn the 
entire tract. 
Berkes continued. “Any sensi­ 
ble person who looks at 
this 
nine-acre tract can see for him­ 
self the foolishness of trying to 
make a county park out of it by 
itself. 
The 
following 
factors 
were evidently overlooked by 
the commissioners in their de­ 
cision : 
“ Falls 
Township 
a n d 
its 
school board stand to lose a po­ 
tential million dollar tax ratable 
which is worth $25,000 a year in 
revenue. This, plus the initial 
costs of this land, seems an aw­ 
ful lot of money to be paying 
for a swampy green belt.
